The new knowledge is im- 
portant to health and may aid in 
understanding such diseases as

10 WHAT DEGREE TROUBLE IN 
Malaya represents the advancement of 
the Moscow line to Southeast Asia may 
become clearer within the next few days. 
At all events, Rt. Hon. Malcolm MacDonald, 
British Commissioner-General for that 
region, has stated categorically that Com- 
munists there planning a_ violent 
revolution to capture by force the govern- 
ment of Malaya.

The armual review of the Colonial

agitation for swifter political advance, The 
problem, ~the report states, “is how to 
harness the new aspirations and direct the 
feeling of nationalism into constructive pur-

and economic standards of the people, an 
important contribution in development is 
| obtained. But if it becomes linked to the 
aspirations of a narrow oligarchy of power- 
seekers, and if it attempts to foment radical 
ill-feéling, then no less it can do incalculable 
harm.” 

This is the combustible material with 
which Mr. MacDonald says the Communists 
are playing in Malaya. It is to be hoped 
that the sweeping reforms planned under 
the Malayan Federation will furnish a bul- 
wark against those special interests which 
seek by terror and other subterranean

Certain abnormal waves are 
found with greater frequency in 
children and adults with certain 
personality disorders, , studies 
here show.

COOKING PORK 
THOROUGHLY IS BEST 
TRICHINOSIS SAFEGUARD 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Trichinosis is a disease caused 
by a tiny animal parasite which 
is called trichinella spiralis. This | 
disease is much more important | 
than has been generally realized. | 
Surveys in various localities indi- | 
cate that from about one person | 
in five has been infected. | 

Human beings catch trichin- | 
osis in most cases from eating | 
pork which has not been cooked | 
well enough to destroy the para- | 
sites. 

DISEASE SYMPTONS 


When live trichinae are swal- 
lowed they pass through the wall | 
of the intestines and are carried | 
to the muscles throughout the | 
body. During the first week fol- | 
lowing the swallowing of 
fected meat, the worms develop | 
in the intestines. There they may | 
produce nausea and vomiting and | 
watery diarrhea. Sometimes ab- 
dominal*Pain is present. 

About the ninth or tenth day 
the trichinae begin to invade the 
muscles, Here if there are 
enough of them, they produce 
muscular tenderness, especially 
in the arms and legs, Sometimes 
a reddish sash on the skin deve- 
lops during this stage. 

There is often fever. Puffiness 
and swelling « the face, especi- 
ally around the eyes, is common 
In severe cases the patient. be- 
comes anemic and loses weight. 

At present the best safeguard 
against trichinae to cook all 
pork products thoroughly. 

QUESTION: At tim I have 
a blurriness which seems to af- 
fect my vision.
